This drowsy afternoon in 1950’s Indian Summer, this writing 
seems to have wandered away from whatever it was we were 
getting at—trying to develop something or other suggested by 
a little card under the glass top of a man’s desk, a card reading 
DDI/DI.

About 20 per cent earned under $3,000.00, and 
about 20 per cent earned over $10,000.00. 

Dentistry by wholesale: Asof 1945, the Army 
Dental Division had done 67,000,000 fillings, 
15,600,000 extractions, replaced over 17,000,000 
teeth, provided two and a half million den- 
tures, and repaired another 685,000 dentures. 

It was late in the 1700’s that dental pros- 
thesis was taken out of the hands of the jeweler, 
and became a province of dentistry. Oral surg- 
ery at that time had still not been completely 
taken over by oral specialists, but was still done 
to some extent by barbers.

MY LIFE 


as a Dental Missionary 


BY FRED C. SCHERMAN, D.D.S. 


In 1930, My wife, who is a regis- 
tered nurse, and I went to Kenya 
Colony, East Africa, where I had 
planned to establish my missionary 
dental practice. However, the prin- 
cipal medical officer refused to li- 
cense me because he feared that an 
American missionary. dentist in 
Kenya Colony would lessen the in- 
come of the British dentists in Nai- 
robi. Those men were paying taxes, 
whereas a missionary was tax ex- 
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A native Illinoisan describes 
his unique dental career in 


Africa and Japan. 


empt. Because of this incident, we 
advanced inland to the Belgian 
Congo in the heart of Africa, 
where, in 1931, I was granted the 
first license ever issued to an Amer- 
ican dentist. 

Missionary work requires an 
ability to do virtually everything, 
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and anyone who can build at all is 
most welcome ‘in Africa:. Before 
entering dental school I had been 
a bricklayer, so I was busy build- 
ing all the while we were there. 
In East Africa I built an office 
building and in Central Africa a 
large hospital, where I had my den- 
tal office later. 


Jungle Safaris 

Our years in Africa were busy 
ones, for there was not another 
dentist within a radius of 500 
miles. Continuous safaris into the 
jungle were necessary to care for 
the ailing citizens of the native 
villages. Coping: with the natural 
treacheries of the jungle, ignorant 
customs, and the hostility of some 
tribes, kept us constantly alert. But 
our efforts were appreciated by the 
many grateful natives whose suffer- 
ings we were able to relieve. 

Following this adventurous per- 
iod, Mrs. Scherman and I returned 
to America and lived in Los Ange- 
les, California. From there, in 
1947, we prepared to go to Japan. 
After securing the necessary funds 
for the purchase of equipment and 
supplies, we sailed for Japan, ar- 
riving in Tokyo in December 1948. 
Tokyo was overcrowded as a result 
of the war and we lived in one 
room for the first year. We had 
only a folding bed which was nar- 
row for two people, so I used two 
suitcases as an extension, and slept 
on them. 

Mrs. Scherman wanted to prac- 
tice as a nurse, and she was granted 
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Doctor Frederick C. Scherman 
and his wife, Mrs. Grace Scher- 
man, are medical missionaries 
on duty in Japan. After receiv- 
ing his degree from Northwest- 
ern University Dental School in 
1919, Doctor Scherman prac- 
ticed in Oak Park, Illinois, while 
he prepared for the ministry. 
In June 1930 he was ordained 
at Madison Street Bible Church, 
Oak Park, Illinois. Doctor 
Scherman has written the ac- 
companying story of his exper- 
tences as a dental missionary es- 
pecially for ORAL HYGIENE. 





a license by merely presenting her 
credentials, an examination being 
unnecessary. But I was not so for- 
tunate. The law stated that I would 
have to apply for and take the na- 
tional examination for dentists be- 
fore I could be given a license. This 
was a new experience for the Wel- 
fare Ministry and for the examin- 
ing committee and, before I cou'd 
take the examination, I had to 
learn the Japanese technique. This 
included bending stainless steel 
clasps and soldering with German 
silver solder; casting an inlay with 
miro-silver, using the pressure me- 
thod; and. outlining plaster casts 
by using a “fude,” a Japanese pen- 
brush. Along with all this, it was 
necessary to do extensive reviewing 
and studying because I had not 
taken a state board examination in 
thirty years, and I had to pass this

one in order to receive a license to 
practice dentistry in Japan. 

The written examinations were 
held the first week in April 1949 
and during the second week in 
April, the practical examinations 
were given. Then there was a pe- 
riod of waiting until the end of 
June when written notice was given 
that I had been successful. After 
much red tape, I paid the required 
3,000 yen and became the first 
foreigner to ‘receive a license by 
examination to practice in Japan. 

Next came the application for a 
license from the Foreign Invest- 
ment Board of the occupational

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government, the SCAP. Finally, 
after the board passed on my case, 
I was given a license in September 
1949 to conduct my work in Japan. 
Then, after obtaining the necessary 
import license to bring equipment 
and supplies into Japan, I placed 
the property in storage. 


Builds Modern Clinic 


A site for our building was se- 
lected on the compound of the 
Church of Christ in Tokyo; the 
contract was let; and construction 
began. To be ‘certain everything 
was built American style and ac- 
cording to our specifications, Mrs. 
Scherman and I occupied one un- 
finished room in the new building 
on December 30, 1949, moving in 
the middle of winter to a heatless 
room that had just been freshly 
plastered. In February, the build- 
ing had been completed sufficient- 
ly so that I could bring my supplies 
out of storage and move them into 
the new location. Since all the den- 
tal equipment was American made, 
it was necessary that I set it up 
myself. At last the Tokyo Christian 
Dental Clinic opened for visitors 
on March 12, 1950, and the next 
day we began to receive patients. 

A two-chair clinic, the most mod- 
ern and the finest dental clinic in 
the Orient, is on the main floor of 
the two-story building, and our liv- 
ing quarters are upstairs. The 
hours are 9 to .12 for foreigners 
and Allied personnel; 12 to 12:30, 
Japanese patients must register; 
and 12:30 to 1 is the teaching 
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period for all Japanese patients, 
No patient receives any dental care 
until he has listened to a lesson 
from the Bible first. From 1 to 4 
are the hours for - Japanese pa- 
tients to receive treatment. During 
that time I speak to the patients 
personally; I teach them, answer 
their questions, and help them with 
their many problems. 

The work in the clinic is divided 
into two parts, professional and 
spiritual. From 4 to 5 and from 
6 to 7 daily, Monday through Fri- 
day, Bible classes are: held in the 
reception room of the clinic for 
dental students, dentists, Welfare 
Ministry employees, civil engi- 
neers, medical students, student 
nurses, nurses, and others. The 
clinic is known throughout Japan 
and people come here not only for 
dental care but for spiritual help. 
Thus far, I have baptized 50 per- 
sons and cared for over seventy- 
five missionaries, sending them 
back to their respective stations to 
serve, free from dental disease. | 
make no charge for my services 
but the foreign patients who are 
treated leave a gift to the clinic if 


they wish. I receive no support J 


from any source for the dental clin- 
ic, so I meet the overhead myself. 
I believe the Tokyo Christian Den- 
tal Clinic is the largest of its kind 
in the world. It is the only dental 
office or clinic in the Orient which 
has an American registered nurse 
as assistant. White uniforms are 
worn, and everything is kept just 
as clean and spotless as in the finest

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institutions in America. We want 
our patients to feel that we are 
prepared to give competent service. 

One chair in the clinic is used 
for extractions and oral surgery, 
while the other is reserved for op- 
erative dentistry. Every new pa- 
tient is seated in the chair for ex- 
tractions where an examination is 
made; for, in most cases, a number 
of teeth need to be extracted. The 
Japanese people who come to the 
clinic, as a whole, have poor teeth. 
Often, infected old roots have been 
left in the mouth and dentures 
made to fit over them. Because gold 
is now rationed and hard to get, 
and because it is too expensive for 
the average native, the Japanese 
dentists use German silver and 
stainless steel for three-quarter 
crowns. This type of crown is used 
so frequently that when a patient 
smiles the result looks like the den- 
tistry I did in my freshman year 
in dental school. Amalgam and ce- 
ment are the principal restoration 
materials, and miro-silver is used 
for inlays. Pontics in bridgework 
generally are made of German sil- 
ver or stainless steel; porcelain fac- 
ings are too difficult to use with 
German silver solder. Acrylic den- 
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tures are popular, and some ortho- 
dontia is attempted, with good re- 
sults. I practice dentistry the Amer- 
ican way, and all patients are sent 
away only after they have been 
cared for completely. Since no 
charge is made for treatment, a pa- 
tient has no excuse for neglecting 
to complete the treatments. 

All the patients come primarily 
for dental service, but they also 
hear the Word of God and listen 
attentively. About 70 per cent of 
the patients never heard the Bible 
read, never heard a Gospel lesson, 
and never heard about Jesus Christ 
before coming to the clinic. Many 
thank me for conducting the clinic 
so that they can become acquaint- 
ed with Christian teachings. Al- 
though I have had language study 
and can speak and understand 
some Japanese, still I use an in- 
terpreter in all my work with the 
Japanese people. This has proved 
to be practical, because the inter-. 
preter understands the Japanese 
way of thinking. 

I hold table-clinics and have 
translated articles read in my re- 
ception room for dentists and den- 
tal students. For the last 15 years 
little professional information has 
reached Japan, and these men are 
hungry for new developments in 
dentistry. I try to help them as 
much as possible. 

Neither Mrs. Scherman nor I re- 
ceive any salary for our work; we 
are supported each month only 
through gifts from our interested 
friends. Such gifts are sent to Mr.

On this point the California Su- 
preme Court has said: “It is the 
owner's duty to keep the floors of 
his premises safe for those who 
must pass over them in the trans- 
action of their business.” In an- 
other case, the California Appel- 
late Court clarifies this point by 
saying: “The proprietor, directly 
or impliedly inviting others to go 
into his building, owes to such per- 
sons a duty to have the premises in 
reasonably safe condition and to 
give warning of concealed perils.”

On this point of responsibility, a 
Kansas court decision says: “Bus- 
inessmen must keep premises in 
condition so that customers may 
come into them for purposes of 
trade without the hazard of in- 
jury.” A Washington State deci- 
sion puts it this way: “One who 
operates a place of business invites 
the public to frequent the place of 
business and has a duty to main- 
tain the establishment in a reason- 
ably safe condition for patrons.” 

The foregoing are only a few ex- 
pressions culled from thousands of 
court cases in which courts have 
uniformly stressed the responsibil- 
ity of those in business to exercise 
due care in protecting the safety 
of others on business premises. 

To be on the safe side, the pru- 
dent dentist will be constantly alert 
to hazards. It is not only the perm- 
anent hazards which may cause a 
lawsuit, but also temporary condi- 
tions. In one case, a glass pitcher 
was dropped on a floor and broken. 
The defendant was aware of this 
happening, but failed to remove 
the danger. A small child tripped 
and fell on a jagged piece of glass, 
scarring her face seriously. The 
court decided against the defend- 
ant. 

In another case, a customer 
tripped and broke his hip while 
climbing a short flight of stairs. 
Evidence developed that the stairs 
were covered with a ragged piece 
of carpeting in which the plaintiff's 
foot had caught. Again, a defend- 
ant lost because of his negligence 
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Prevention is the only protec- 
tion in avoiding safety hazards 


in the dental office. 


in tolerating such a condition. 

While modern dental offices 
have a minimum of accident haz- 
ards, thousands of dentists, because 
of office-space shortages, have tak- 
en offices in all manner of make- 
shift quarters. Many of these places 
are veritable booby traps merely 
awaiting a victim. Dentists who 
have become accustomed to such 
quarters might give their offices 
another once-over. They may be 
surprised at the hazards that exist. 
Because an accident has not yet 
happened, it is unwise to assume 
it can’t or won't. Given just half 
an opportunity, many dental pa- 
tients possess a positive genius for 
stumbling or taking off into space. 
If hazards are removed there can 
be no lawsuit. 

Where offices have two or more 
floor levels there is also a chance 
for a serious fall. One office floor 
a step higher than another is mis- 
chievously designed to trip the un- 
wary and the absent-minded. 

Even one-level floors can be a 
hazard under certain conditions. 
One court emphasized that “the 
oiling of the floor is not negligence 
per se,” but the oiling must be 
done properly so that a slick film 
is not left. Too high a polish on 
certain surfaces may create bad 
underfooting. 

Where a dentist rents in an of- 
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fice building, most of the likely 
hazards will be the responsibility 
of the building owner. However, 
where the dentist owns or occupies 
his own premises, his risks may 
multiply vastly. For example, lack 
of head clearance on the sidewalk 
may create a danger. This may in- 
volve awnings hung too low or 
metal awning frames tilted at pre- 
carious angles. 

Occasionally, signs not secured 
properly may crash and injure 
passersby. After heavy windstorms 
it is wise to inspect sign moorings. 

Building cornices weaken over 
the years. An annual inspection is 
warranted. Loosened mortar 
should be pointed up. Dentists 
having their own dental buildings 
or other property in earthquake 
areas should inspect arches, corn- 
ices, and signs after the slightest 
temblors. | 

The dentist should think twice 
before giving permission to stretch 
banners from an upper story of a 
business building he may own to 
another building across the street. 
In one such case, a banner in a 
strong wind brought down a corn- 
ice, seriously injuring a pedestrian. 
In the encuing trial the fact devel- 
oped that the owner was aware of 
this weakened cornice. He had been 
so advised by a painter who dis- 
covered the danger while anchor- 
ing a swing stage. 

Even the condition of sidewalks 
can prove dangerous and, under 
certain conditions, the property 
owner or occupant of the premises 
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may be held responsible. In one § 


case, the defendant was sued and 
forced to pay damages to.a pedes. 
trian who slipped and injured his 
back on an ice-covered sidewalk. 


The plaintiff argued successfully § 


that the defendant had been negii- 
gent in that he had failed to clean 
the walk of glare ice within a rea- 
sonable time after the ice had 
formed. 

Where dentists own rental prop- 
erty, such as apartment houses, 
bungalow courts, or office build. 
ings, they are obligated to insure 
the safety of their tenants. Hazards 
may range from a defective eleva- 
tor to a decaying outside step. 


“Booby Traps” 

Land surrounding the premises 
may be a hazard. Exposed pits and 
holes may be the cause of damage 
suits brought by those falling into 
them. The fact that those bringing 


suit enter the property uninvited 


usually constitutes a weak defense. 

Holes are “atiractive nuisances, 
especiallv where children are con- 
cerned. They are so-called because 
they act as magnets to children at 
play and subsequently lead to in- 
jury. By extension, unprotected 
and exposed piles of junk may be 
classified similarly. 

Aside from the inherent danger 
from legitimate damage suits, the 
negligent dentist lays himself open 
to victimization by professionals 
who make a business of sustaining 
an “injury” on a prospective de- 
fendant’s premises. These racket- 
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eers are skillful. They have been 
through damage cases before and 
know what kind of evidence will 
stand up in court. As a result, they 
“case” properties looking for evi- 


idence of negligence. Finding a 





place where hazardous conditions 
are tolerated, they adapt their act 
to the particular circumstances at 
hand. Their lawyer does the rest. 


the brink of bankruptcy, it would 
be folly to tolerate known and cor- 
rectable hazards. The elimination 
of perils may represent a consider- 
able outlay of time and money, but 
usually it will involve far less than 
a lawyer’s fees in defending a suit 
—not to mention the damages that 
can be assessed against the dentist.

IN A RECENT issue of ORAL Hy- 
GIENE,' I attempted to portray 
some of the basic psychologic prin- 
ciples which might prove of value 
in everyday practice. I should like 
to follow this up with an exposition 
of one practical application of this 
knowledge. 

Hypnosis, basically, is merely 
the use of the principles of applied 
psychology to effect a temporary 
alteration between the mind and 
environment. It necessarily follows 
that the deeper the appreciation of 
human psychology, the more flex- 
ible and efficient the hypnotic util- 
ization will be. But, this does: not 
imply that it is necessary in hyp- 
notic practice for the operator to 
be either a psychiatrist or one 
deeply versed in the science of the 
mind. Actually, almost every nor- 
mal person of mature years is cap-

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able of applying hypnotic funda- 
mentals. 

As in all psychologic practice, 
the inter-relationship of practition- 
er and patient is decisive, but there 
is no truth in the belief that the 
hypnotist must be an overwhelm. 
ing intellect or a masterful, com- 
manding personality. The patient 
need not represent a special type 
but must only possess the ability 
to enter into emotional contacts; 
be intelligent enough to understand 
and cooperate; and be motivated 
by a desire to be hypnotized. 

Above all, it must be fully real- 
ized that susceptibility to hypno- 
tism is normal. In. practice, about 
90 per cent are capable of being 
inducted to some degree of trance. 
Unfortunately, since its earliest use 
by primitive people, hypnosis has 


_been endowed with supernatural 


attributes, magic values, and mir- 
aculous significance that still cling 
tenaciously and deter the recogni- 
tion of its scientific validity. More-

over, hypnosis constitutes a chal- 
lenge to complacency and smug 
self-satisfaction. This threat to 
time-established beliefs tends to 
arouse the same antagonisms and 
defensive attitudes that oppose and 
delay every new development. Be- 
cause of such reactions, hypnosis 
has been subjected to unwarranted 
condemnation, misrepresentation, 
distortion, abuse, and exploitation. 
It does not require years of study 
to become a hypnotist, for this 
phenomenon is a natural ability 
possessed by virtually everyone 
and capable of being developed by 
almost all who will devote patience, 
energy, and understanding to the 
study. However, proficiency comes 
only through constant practice. 
For dentists who wish to treat 
patients who can come to the office 
without fear and after a full night’s 
rest, hypnosis may provide an ideal 
method. Instead of a near-hysteri- 
cal, flinching, screaming person 
who may faint or vomit, one is 
more likely to greet a friendly, 
smiling, cooperative, and happy 
patient who is looking forward to 
the period of deep relaxation in 
which he receives dental care. For 
such a patient the hypodermic 
syringe holds no terror and pre- 
operative medication is superflu- 
ous. Any inherent danger from in- 
jection, drug reaction, or untoward 
response is obviated. Thus the safe- 
ty factor alone, not to mention 
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comfort, makes the investigation 
of hypnosis almost mandatory. 

Teaching the patient to enter 
suitable trance states requires more 
time than the usual office visit, but 
the subsequent saving in time, ef- 
fort, and nervous expenditure 
makes it worth while. Once the pa- 
tient has been trained, subsequent 
hypnotic induction follows rapidly 
merely upon a signal. 

Following adequate induction, 
any type of surgery may be per- 
formed with full cooperation and 
with no discomfort or pain. More- 
over, a field may be nearly blood- 
less unless major vessels are in- 
volved and, in addition, salivation 
is controlled and reflexés are in- 
hibited. In instances of pregnancy, 
cardio-vascular disease, and other 
hazardous conditions, a safety fac- 
tor which is otherwise unavailable 
is afforded. While this may seem 
almost incredible or greatly exag- 
gerated, these advantages become 
commonplace in the experiences of 
the adept. 

For those whose only acquaint- 
ance with hypnosis has been gained 
through horror stories on the screen 
and radio, it will be difficult to be- 
lieve that hypnosis is without dan- 
ger; is incapable of being used for 
criminal or immoral purposes; and 
never jeopardizes self-control, will 
power, or normal character and 
emotional patterns. However, all 
research and experimental evi- 
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dence prove that these are the facts. 

After a patient has been trained 
to enter a medium or deep trance, 
suggestion produces a loss of the 
sense of touch (anesthesia), of 
pain (analgesia), and of tempera- 
ture (thermoanesthesia). Such a 
state may be relative and the sub- 
ject may attest to a diminished 
rather than a total loss of sensa- 
tion. But, with persistence, it is 
possible to obtain complete sensory 
loss in the majority of patients. 
Any selected part of the body may 
be anesthetized. With drug anes- 
thesia there is u:ually some degree 
of postoperative shock which seems 
to be absent following hypnotic 
anesthesia. Moreover, the rate of 
healing appears to be accelerated. 

If a patient can be affected by 
anesthesia, he is also capable of 
being influenced by posthypnotic 
sugges'ion. Thus, analgesia may be 
extended almost indefinitely so that 
subsequent pain is_ controlled. 
Moreover, upon a given signal, an- 
algesia may be re-established either 
with or without sleep. This, of 
course, is practical and desirable 
where postoperative pain is ex- 
pected or further dental treatment 
is needed. 

In summary, it might be stated 
that: 

(1) Hypnosis is a natural state 
which may be induced in the great 
majority of patients. 

(2) The employment of hypnot- 
ic states is without danger or after- 
effect. : 

(3) It is available without need 
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of new equipment or special per- 
sonality and mental endowments. 

(4) It is a tremendous aid in 
the practice of dentistry and an aid 
to both patient and dentist. 

(5) Through its employment, 
analgesia, anesthesia, better surgi- 
cal fields, and control of postopera- 
tive pain and hemorrhage, may be 
achieved. 

(6) The benefits of necessary 
dental treatment may be extended 
safely to conditions now beset with 
danger. 

(7) The profession may be 


_ stripped largely of its association 


with fear and pain. 

(8) The difficulties experienced 
by hypersensitive patients in 
adapting themselves to intra-oral 
dental appliances may be lessened 
greatly through hypnotic educa- 
tion and demonstration. 

(9) Hypnosis is a scientific mo- 
dality worthy of acceptance, an art 
worthy of practice, and a method 
whereby the dentist can fulfill his 
obligation to a greater extent by 
considering his patient’s comfort 
and safety. 

(10) The patient’s appreciation 
of hypnosis may strengthen ‘his 
loyalty to, and his recommenda- 
tion of the dentist to prospective 
patients. 

(11) Only ignorance, supersti- 
tion, jealousy, and fear of anything 
new can prevent general acceptance 
of hypnosis in general and special 
dental practice.

Answers 
to the Dentists’ 
Ineome Tax 


Questions

CorRECT information will help 
the dentist avoid overpayments 
and guard against taking deduc- 
tions that are not allowed, and 
which lead to later penalties and 
fines. Here are common questions 
put to tax advisors by the dentists, 
together with authoritative an- 
swers that can help you pare down 
your tax bill: 

Q. My office is run as a partner- 
ship. Are there special forms which 
we must file? 

A. Ask the local Collector of 
Internal Revenue for Form 1065. 
This is not an income tax return; 
but it must be filed to furnish in- 
formation against which the Collec- 
tor can check the individual re- 
turns of the partners. Each part- 
ner must fill out Schedule E on his 
Form 1040 tax return. 

Q. The partners are paid sal- 
aries. The rest of the receipts re- 
main the partnership bank account. 
Do we pay tax only on our sal- 
aries? 

A. No. Each partner must re- 
port not only his salary, but also 
his full share of the office profits. 
Conversely, he can report his pro- 
rata share of any loss the partner- 
ship sustained. 

Q. Do I have to keep books in 
any special form? , 

A. All the government demands 


_is that you do keep books, and that 


the books are accurate enough to 
indicate what the collectors term 
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Knowing the answers to im- 
portant income tax questions 
can save you money at tax-pay- 
ing time. 


the “true income” from your prac- 
tice. 

Q. In setting up depreciation 
tables for my equipment, how long 
should I carry them? 

A. For the reasonable life of the 
equipment. One item may have a 
life of five years, another fifty. If 
you figure on the true useful life 
of the piece, the government will 


} not quarrel with you. 


Q. How much of my office over- 


| head may be deducted? 


A. All of it. The Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue allows “reasonable 
salaries and wages, interest on in- 
debtedness, taxes on business (in- 
cluding Social Security taxes im- 
posed on the employer) and taxes 


on business property, losses aris- 


ing from business operation, bad 
debts arising from sales and serv- 
ices, depreciation, obsolescence, 
depletion, rents, repairs, and other 
expense.” You can include fees you 
paid for outside advice and serv- 
ices, labor, and even premiums on 
your professional insurance. Any 
legitimate overhead item may -be 
deducted. 

Q. May I deduct membership in 
the Chamber of Commerce? 

A. Where a membership is a 
professional obligation or advan- 
tage, membership dues may be de- 
ducted. 


Q. What about the cost of sub- 
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scriptions to professional maga- 
zines? 

A. Take the deduction. 

Q. My office insurance is car- 
ried in a mutual company. Are my 
dividends taxable? 

A. No. They do not have to be 
reported at all. Tax-wise, dividends 
are a return of income, not an ad- 
dition to it. 

Q. I sold some corporation se- 
curities at a loss. Am I allowed to 
deduct the loss? 

A. Yes. Since a dentist is rarely 
in the investment business, any 
losses may be deducted directly in 
figuring adjusted gross income. 

Q. What taxes may I deduct? 

A. When it comes to taxes upon 
your office just about every one 
but Federal income tax is deduct- 
ible. As for personal deductions by 
dentists who use the long Form 
1040, the Treasury notes that, “de- 
ductible taxes include state and lo- 
cal income taxes, personal property 
taxes, real estate taxes, and certain 
sales taxes.” 

As a rule of thumb, the Treasury 
figures that one-third of your in-: 
come was spent on items where 
sales taxes applied, if your city 
or state levies a sales tax. If you 
paid more than this amount of 
sales tax, keep the receipts to prove 
it. 

Gasoline taxes are deductible as 
a personal expense except in Cali- 
fornia, Louisiana, North Dakota, 
Utah, Wyoming, and Hawaii. 

Q. During the year, | made an 


even exchange of common stock 
‘ 
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in one corporation for stock of an- 
other. What does the transaction 
do to my tax return? 

A. Did you gain or lose on the 
trade? Check the market quota- 
tions of the two stocks at the time 
the trade was made. If you lost, 
you can deduct it as a capital loss, 
provided you held the securities 
longer than six months. If your ex- 
change showed a profit, you must 
pay tax on the gain. If the securi- 
ties which you traded had been 
yours for six months or longer, it is 
a capital gain. Otherwise, it is reg- 
ular income. 

Q. I bought single premium in- 
surance and borrowed the money 
in order to save by paying the in- 
surance company in a lump. Can | 
deduct interest on this bank loan? 

A. No. Most interest is deduct- 
ible, but not this. Interest payments 
on loans to buy tax-exempt securi- 
ties are likewise nondeductible, as 
well as interest payments made for 
another person where you your- 
self are not obligated to repay the 
loan. 

Q. May I deduct mortgage in- 
terest on my building? 

A. Yes. Also on loans made to 
purchase equ'pment, fixtures, or 
even supplies. The same holds true 
for personal deductions. If you 
elect to use the long form and item- 
ize your personal expenses instead 
of taking the blanket deduction the 
government allows, you can deduct 
interest on your home, on any per- 
sonal property such as car or re- 
frigerator, or on a personal note 


at the bank. 


* 
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Q. How wou'd I handle interest 
on a house | own and rent out? 

A. Since the house produces in- 
come, deduct the interest in arriv- 
ing at a net rent received. Be sure 
to show the gross income, however, 
and then figure the net as part of 
what the tax form calls “adjusted 
gross income.” 

Q. 1 won a $100 bond as a prize 
in a civic club bond-selling drive. 
Must I report it as income? 

A. All prizes count as income. 
If the club had given a television 
set as prize, then the regular mar- 
ket value of the set would have to 
be reported on the tax return. 

Q. Last year I donated some old 
office chairs to a church for its 
rummage sale. May I deduct this? 

A. Contributions can consist of 
things as well as money. Puta fair 
valuation on what you donated, 
and the Treasury will allow it as 
a legitimate item of contributions 
expense. 

Q. What about the check I sent 
to the Boy Scout drive? 

A. If your office sent the money, 
deduct it as a business expense. If 
you paid out of your pocket, you 
can include it only if you itemize 
personal expenses on the long 
form. 

Q. Is there any limit on what 
constitutes a charity or church con- 
tribution? 

A. There is. First, it has to be a 
bona fide organization such as the 
Boy Scouts, Community Chest, 
YMCA, or church. In general, you 
cannot deduct the value of personal 


services donated to a cause. Nei- 
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ther can you deduct charitable 
gifts to an individual, nor. contri- 
butions to any political party. 

Q. How about the gasoline | 
used making calls for Red Cross 
contributions ? 

A. It is deductible. 

Q. My place burned down dur- 
ing the year. Originally, it cost 
$10,000. /t was insured for its cur- 
rent value, $15,000, and | used the 
insurance payment to buy a new 
building. Is the $5,000 “gain” tax- 
able? 

A. In your case, no. However, if 
vou had pocketed the $5,000 you 
“gained, or if you had spent it on 
something else, you would have to 
pay the government its share. Since 
the money was used to purchase a 
building of the same true value, 
there is no tax liability. 

Q. How does the medical ex- 


"pense feature operate? 


A. It doesn’t—unless you use 
the long form to itemize personal 
expenses. Here is the way to figure 
it: 

First, add up all medical ex- 
penses. Include physician and hos- 
pital bills, medicines, eyeglasses, 
hearing aids, crutches, travel to 
secure medical care not obtainable 
at home, nursing (count the nurse’s 
board as well as her salary), other 
dentists’ fees, hospitalization . in- 
surance; anything connected with 
medical care. Then deduct 5 per 
cent of your adjusted gross income 
from the total medical expenses. 
If anything is left, you can claim 
it after duly itemizing the expenses 
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and indicating the portion that ex- 
ceeds 5 per cent. 

Q. Can I depreciate the home 
in which I live? 

A. Not unless you rent out a 
portion of it. Then part of the ex- 
penses and depreciation may be 
charged against the rent you re- 
ceive. 

Q. I live in the same building 
that houses my office. Can I depre- 
ciate it on the tax schedule? 

A. Only the portion of the build- 
ing in which you carry on your 
practice. 

Q. I belong to a local country 
club. Are the expenses deductible? 

A. If you can prove that mem- 
bership is a definite professional 
asset to you, then the Treasury De- 
partment will allow the deduction. 
But if you joined for pleasure, for- 
get about the expense as a tax de- 
duction. 

Q. When may I claim a bad 
debt? 

A. “For a debt to be worthless,” 
the Treasury has pronounced, “it 
must not only be uncollectable, but 
must also appear to be uncollect- 
able .at any time in the future. Bad 
debts must be shown to have ex- 
isted in fact and in law. A taxpayer 
cannot claim a bad debt deduction 
if there were no legal liability to 
pay.” 

On the tax return, the Treasury 
Department wants you to list (1) 
the nature of the debt; (2) name 
of the debtor and his relationship 
to you, if any; (3) when the debt

NINETY-SIX PER CENT HAVE IT! 


WE NEED no powers of prophecy to see that the pattern of dental treat- 
ment in the armed forces will probably be similar to that used in World 
War II. That was the method of speed-up and mass production. 

On the day that President Truman announced by proclamation the 
procedures for the Selective Service registration of dentists and physi- 
cians under 50, the Chicago Tribune carried a story with the headline 
“Find Nearly All Recruits Need Trip to Dentist; Only 4 Per Cent of 
New GIs Have Sound Teeth.” The story was based on an interview with 
the senior dental officer at one of the Army reception centers. 

The breakdown of dental need was given for the group of 18-year-old 
unseasuned troops: 

39.5 per cent in Class I (where immediate extraction and care for in- 

fection was indicated) 

39.1 ” ” ” Class II (where restorations are necessary) 

17.4 ” ” ” Class III (where dental disease exists but no immed- 

iate or emergency treatment is necessary ) 
4 .” ” ” Class IV (free from dental disease) 

These figures, although appalling, are no surprise to dentists. We have 
known for years and every study has indicated that the incidence of 
dental disease is about 96 per cent among late adolescents and young 
adults. The American Dental Association has time and again emphasized 
the need for prevention and treatment programs for children. Here and 
there in the country there have been valiant efforts on the part of dental 
societies, school officers, and enlightened parents to establish sound 
dental health programs for children. Most of these programs have been 
sparingly financed. 
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Although the American Dental Association has pleaded for a compre- 
hensive dental research project as part of the activities of the U. S. Pub- 
lic Health Service, there has been a coy indisposition on the part of the 
Congress to appropriate sufficient money for the undertaking. Three 
times—in World War I, World War II, and now—the country has been 
aghast to learn of the widespread nature of dental disease among recruits 
for military service. It seems to take a war to convince the, American 
public that dental caries is the most common disease among young 
adults. 

The Chicago Tribune quotes the Army dental officer as saying that 
he “was at a loss to account for the high rate of those needing dentistry 
among recruits. Heredity, proper diet, and dental care are some factors, 
he said, but that every time he believes he has found a satisfactory 
theory, other factors upset it.”” Unfortunately, he does not stand alone 
in his confusion. All of us dentists are in the same unhappy state. 

There is only one way that we can hope to discover the complex na- 
ture of dental disease and that is by sustained and adequately financed 
research. The amount now spent for dental research is inconsequential 
compared to the amount spent for studies in the degenerative, malignant, 
and infectious diseases. Until we raise our sights and consider the eco- 
nomic, social, and military implications in dental diseases for the entire 
Nation, we will be compelled to continue to treat those conditions by the 
empiric methods at our command. 

Experience sustains our demand that any research project in dental 
disease be under the supervision of dentists. All the biologic and physi- 
cal sciences must be mobilized to work together in a national dental 
research project, but the top command must be within the dental pro- 
fession. We have too often seen dental research smothered and funds di- 
verted to other purposes when the man at the top was aaa as ca kaers: to 
or ignorant of dental problems. 

Niriety-six per cent of the American people will continue to have den- 
tal disease until the scientific disciplines discover the causes and we do 
something about them.

Dallas (Texas) Morning News: Doc- 
tor Charles L. Hatcher of 1103 Cedar 
Hill, has returned recently from a six- 
week tour of Europe and the United 
Kingdom with fifty American Air Ca- 
dets. As director of training for the 
Texas wing of the Civil Air Patrol, with 
the rank of lieutenant colonel, the Dal- 
las dentist served as public information 
officer for the delegation of American 
flying cadets abroad. 

During the summer, the CAP, an aux- 
iliary of the United States Air Force, 
sponsored an exchange of air cadets be- 
tween this and various nations. Ninety 
cadets from five foreign countries vis-

ited the United States. Doctor Hatcher 
said the American group included one 
cadet from Alaska, one from Hawaii, 
one from Puerto Rico, and forty-seven 
from the United States. They were flown 
across the Atlantic by the Air Force’s 
military Air Transport Service and were 
“entertained most royally” by several 
European governments, Doctor Hatcher 
reported. 


Boston (Massachusetts) Post: Aban- 
doning dentistry after 2% years of prac- 
tice, Doctor Joseph J. Carroll of Arling- 
ton, Massachusetts, is entering the 
priesthood. With his brother, Norman 
B. Carroll, a June graduate of Keith 
Academy, Lowell, the young dentist will 
join the order of the Franciscan Friars 
of the Atonement, better known as the 
Graymoor Friars. The only children of 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Carroll of Lowell, 
they will begin their studies at St. John’s 
Seminary in Montour Falls, New York. 


San Diego (California) Evening Trib- 
une: A 27-year-old graduate of the 
School of Dentistry of the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons in San Fran- 
cisco is the first winner of the Ameri- 
can Dental Association’s new fellowship 
in oral pathology, according to a recent 
announcement by the San Diego Coun- 
ty Dental Society. Doctor Francis V. Ho- 
well of -Pacific Beach started his new 
academic training at Georgetown Uni- 
versity Medical and Dental School and 
at the Armed Forces Institute of Path- 
ology in Washington on September 15. 

The fellowship provides $3,600 for a 
year to enable Howell to carry on teach- 
ing and research at the Washington in- 
stitutions. It also leads to certification 
by the Board of Oral Pathology to prac- 
tice this dental specialty. 


New York (New York) Times: After 
sixty-two years of dental practice, 89- 
year-old Doctor William H. Pruden 
shrinks from the thought of retiring. 
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He opened his first office in Paterson, 
New Jersey in 1888, right after his grad- 
uation from New York University. Doc- 
tor Pruden’s records show that he has 
had more than 125,000 patients, includ- 


ing the late Garret A. Hobart, vice- 
president of the United S ates, and Billy 
Sunday, the evangelist, who was s¢cized 
with a toothache during one of his re- 
vival meetings in Paterson. 

The dean of the New Jersey dentists 
lives in Ridgewood. He is up at 7 o’clock 
every morning and works from 8 to 4 
p.m., except on Wednesdays when he 
visits friends who are ill. 

Doctor Pruden’s hobby is fishing and 
hunting in Canada. His friends say his 
sight is still keen and he has a steady 
hand with rod and gun. 


Kansas City (Missouri) Star: The 
cold Churchill River country of Hudson 
Bay, Canada, was the site of Doctor 
O. K. Leabo’s vacation this vear. The 
Kansas City sportsman-dentist who 
landed a 586-pound tuna off the coast 
of Nova Scotia in August 1949, tried 
whaling this time, and harpooned a 
1.800-pound white whale. Doctor Leabo 
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and his friend and guide, Art Rush- 
mer, set out in one canoe, with two Es- 
kimos in another. The canoes were 22 
feet long and powered by 10-horse out- 
board motors. Only a short distance out 
in the bay, the party saw white whales 
surfacing. Doctor Leabo stationed him- 
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self in the bow of his canoe, hands on 
harpoon to which was attached a rope 
tied on an empty oil drum. The first toss 
of the harpoon was unsuccessful, but the 
second atiempt was the “killer”—a 
much larger whale than the one that 
escaped. Fifteen feet from his targ t, 
the Kansas dentist threw with all his 
streng h and hit perfectly. He dumped 
the drum overboard and held on to the 
attached rope. Twenty minutes later the 
whale had tired itself out, and was 
pulled close to the boat. Doctor Leabo 
then fired the fatal shot with a 40-gauge 
rifle. Measuring 13% feet, the mammal 
was sold by the guide to a whale pro- 
cessing company for $13.50. 


Sidney (Oho) Daily News: With an 
ordinary jackknife and thin pieces of 
wood, Doctor C. C. Keith is keeping the 
pledge he made to himself as a youth 
when he vowed never to waste time in 
his later life. The retired Hastings, Ne- 
braska, dentist “paints” landscape 
scenes in the living room studio of his 
home, where he works on a large round 
table before two large windows. Doctor 
Keith’s first picture, an ancient castle 
surrounded by trees and shrubs, has an 
area of only 6 x 12 inches; yet it re- 
quired 800 small pieces of wood and six 
months’ time to complete. It is com- 
prised of 100 different kinds of natural 
woods. 

First, the vivid color of the various 
woods and their careful matching are 
considered by Doctor Keith. who then 
glues the cut pieces of burl in their 
proper places. Then the picture is 
sanded and sh-llacked. As a diversion, 
Doctor Keith alternates his exacting art 
with gardening. 


Tampa (Florida) Morning Tribune: 
Doctor John H. Dougherty, 727. West 
Seventh Sireet, Los Angeles, contributed 
recently to the efforts of the Assistance 
League of Southern California in a u- 
nique non-professional way. Through ar- 
rangements made by the League’s loca- 
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tion bureau, the dentist granted the use 
of his colonial Flintridge, California, 
home as the background for the filming 
of a wedding scene in a current moving 
picture. The Assistance League, a so- 
cial service organization, receives half 
of the fee paid by the moving picture 
studios for this service and through its 
philanthropic fund, the money is used 
for its nursery and youth club programs. 


McCall’s Magazine: The well-ordered 
household of Doctor Thomas W. Palmer 
in Tuckahoe, New York, was the sub- 
ject of an interesting article in the Sep- 
tember issue of McCall’s Magazine. The 
eight Palmer children, with the excep- 
tion of baby Paul and three-year-old 
Richie, share the routine chores and 
everything is systematized. Mrs. Palmer 
washes daily and irons once a week, and 
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Doctor Palmer is the meat buyer. He 
buys large quantities which he stores 
in their home freezer. School lunches 
are prepared on an assembly-line plan. 
On Saturday, sandwiches for the week 
are made and frozen; and every morning 
a sandwich is packed in each lunch 
box with a carrot, an apple, a cookie, 
and a thermos jug of cocoa. 

Despite the smooth planning, however, 
Dolores and Tom Palmer have learned 
to accept the inevitable accidents which 
they recount now with a chuckle. Such 
an incident was the time one errant 
Palmer put a bushel of tomatoes in the 
washing machine and turned it on, 
splashing tomato puree “all the way up 
the hall stairs.” But it was much worse, 
the Tuckahoe dentist recalls, “the day 
they broke the bottle of cod-liver oil 
over the rugs in the front hall.”

RECENTLY I overheard a conversa- 
tion between my dentist and a col- 
league who were discussing Doctor 
Garleb’s article, WHyY PEOPLE 
PosTPONE DENTISTRY, published in 
OraL Hyciene.' I decided to read 
it myself and find out how much 
dentists know about what goes on 
in the mind of a dental patient. 
Doctor Garleb’s reasoning hit 
me right between the eyes. This is 
not because I agree with him en- 
tirely, but because I am one of 
those fearful citizens who believes 
the members of the dental profes- 
sion are fine men—just so long as 
they keep their hands in their pock-

ets. But when they reach for their 
instruments and suggest that I 
“open wide,” my opinion reverses 
itself completely. 

When Doctor Garleb says, “Fear 
... is a hangover from fifty years 
ago;” I take exception. I was not 
here a half-century ago but, to me, 
sitting in the most deluxe dental 
chair produced today is compar- 
able to toying with a boa constric- 
tor. Maybe nothing painful will 
happen but the unpleasant possi- 
bilities are there, nevertheless. I 
have held fast to this conviction 
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since "way back when I was accom- 
panied to the dentist by my moth- 
er. I still remember sitting there 
“like a good soldier” while a kindly 
Quaker practitioner smiled down 
at me. If I winced, he would turn 
to my mother and remark, “I don’t 
feel anything, do you, mother?” 
Perhaps he was attempting then to 
apply some early form of psychol- 
ogy, but he was careless with his 
use of the plural, “we.” It did hurt, 
and he knew it. And I felt it. I still 
do. 


A Common Fault 


Doctor Garleb’s statement that, 


“Prudent people . . . visit their 
dentists regularly,” is probably a 
fact, although others outside this 
classification do attend to their 
teeth with fair regularity. To make 
it more personal, I plan to return 
to my dentist exactly six months 
from the time he completes my 
current needs. But a half-year later 
I know I will say to myself, “Noth- 
ing seems to bother me now; I'll 
call Doctor So-and-So later.” A 
month or two will pass without my 
taking any action. Then finally [ll 
put through the call. 

I excuse this procrastination be- 
cause it is the pattern followed by 
so many normal human beings. 
This wou'd be a dull world if we 
all responded like well-oiled alarm 
clocks. Some years ago I had to live 
for several weeks with one of those 
“prudent” people about whom 
Doctor Garleb wrote. This person 
had an exact time to get up in the

morning; an exact time to retire, 
Eating and drinking were not 
pleasures to be enjoyed, but simply 
processes of stoking the body with 
“fuel” consisting of a proper bal- 
ance of greens, fresh meat, fruits, 
and dairy products. Perhaps this is 
how “prudent” pzople attain per- 
fection in living, Lut it took a lot 
out of me to watch perfection in 
the meking. The not-so-prudent 
men and women who visit the den- 
tist’s office vary his routine and 
make his days more '‘interesting— 
and probably build up his chair 
time as well. 

But to return to the subject of 
fear. | have, at times, sat down 
with myself to determine if I am 


being honest in claiming a fear- J 


fu'ness of dental treatment. I have 
come to the sincere conclusion that 
I am not kidding myself, but dur- 
ing these I-to-me bull sessions | 
also discovered that there are some 
interesting factors that contribute 
to the activation of butterflies that 
flit about my stomach as the dentist 
starts to operate in my mouth. 
Strangely enough, I believe the 
room in which many dentists locate 
their chairs has something to do 
with it. | 


Blames Operating Room 
Perhaps I shou’d explain myself 
more fully. Durirg my lifetime, | 
have visited only three dentists pro- 
fessionally and, in each instance, 
these men worked on an appoint: 
ment basis. They established 4 
time for you to call, and you could 
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depend on being in the chair with- 
in five or ten minutes of the speci- 
fied hour. There were never crowds 
in their reception rooms; patients 
, came singly as their individual 
s § appointments were due. And these 
dentists are not “downtown” spe- 
t & cialists. 
n This is why I mention these de- 
tt fH tails: Each of these men located 
1: @ his chair in an operating room in 
d @ which a small boy could not swing 
— fa tiny kitten without bashing its 
it f} head against all four walls. Yet, 
| these dentists had reception room 
of HF space large enough for a “ladies’ 
mf aid’ meeting, although the space 
§ was rarely occupied by more than 
r- fa lone waiting patient. 
ve Now, how does this contribute 
at /to my fear of dentistry? Well, 
r- when I walk into the operating 
| room and sit in that unyielding 
ne fm chair, I am convinced my time has 
ite He come. But when two hands armed 
at #§with mirrors, burs, and whirling 
ist Cables attempt to enter my mouth 
th. Heat one time, even the walls seem 
to close in for a better look. It is 
not claustrophobia. I have checked 
into that. In fact, airplane stewards 
tell me that folks who fly regularly 
from coast to coast without a mo- 
ment of anxiety will suddenly grow 
tense when a safety belt is hooked 
across their mid-section. I under- 
stand their feelings. | 
Why is a room that serves only 
ne or two patients at a time—the 
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reception room—so spacious, 
while the area in which the chair 
is located is crowded by dentist, 
patient, chair, cabinets, desk, and 
perhaps even a small edition of the 
kitchen sink. 

This has been an opportunity 
to “take down my hair” and pre- 
sent a patient’s view of that mala- 
dy—fear, which the dentist must 
combat each day in his work. Be- 
fore closing, however, I should like 
to offer a suggestion. From reading 
Doctor Garleb’s article, I assume 
he is not in the habit of sending 
reminders to his patients. This 
might be a good idea because it 
tends to turn procrastinators into 
more “prudent” patients. If my 
own dentist followed this practice, 
I believe I would become one of his 
regulars. After all, one of the local 
service stations sends me a card 
telling me, among other things, 
that the gear teeth of my automo- 
bile are due for attention. I heed 
this suggestion. And I would do 
the same if I were reminded at reg- 
ular intervals that my own teeth 
should be checked. Doctor Garleb’s 
patients undoubtedly would re- 
spond similarly, and the formal re- 
minder card might tend to reduce 
the fear that delays the initial step 
toward a visit to the dentist.

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was incurred; (4) when it became 
due; (5) what you have done to 
collect it; and (6) how you de- 
cided it was worthless. 

Q. What about a case in which 
a patient pays part of what he 
owes, and neglects the rest? 

A. The uncollected portion of 
the debt may be claimed as a de- 
duction, during the year when it 
became uncollectable. 

Q. Last year, | wrote off $100 
bad debts on my tax return. This 
year, one of the debtors paid $50 
What must I do about it? 

A. “Bad debts,” says the Treas- 
ury Department, “are sometimes 
paid long after the taxpayer has 
forgotten them. If a deduction had 
been taken when the debt was writ- 
ten off, the recovery of the debt is 
miscellaneous income to the extent 
of any tax benefit previously se- 
cured.” 

Q. I have one office in the city 
and another in a nearby suburb. 
Can | deduct travel between the 
two? 

A. The Treasury says: “Where a 
professional or business man tra- 
vels between his principal place of 
business and a minor place of bu3i- 
ness in another city, he may deduct 
cost of such travel, provided the 
trips are necessary for the purpose 
of discharging business at both lo- 
cat‘ons.” 


Q. | own some property in a 
distant town, and I travel there to 
supervise it. Can | deduct that tra- 
vel expense? 

A. Only if the property pro-

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duces income. Take off the travel 
expenses to arrive at a net income 
from the property. If this is office 
income, compute it in arriving at 
the “adjusted gross.” If the proper- 
ty produces extra personal income, 
you can compute the expenses only 
when itemizing on ihe long form. 

Q. When I travel for the pur- 
pose of carrying on my practice, 
are my meals and hotel rooms de- 
ductible ? 

A. The Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue not only allows meals and 
lodgings, but incidental travel ex- 
penses as well. Tips are an exam- 
ple. 

Q. 1 frequently go up to the 
state capital on business and drive 
back the same day. Can I| deduct 
this? 

A. The Bureau’of Internal Rev- 
enue frowns on claiming an ex- 
pense like this as “travel,” but it 
notes that “the cost of transporta- 
tion (in the case of one-day travel) 
may be deducted as an ordinary 
professional expense.” Meals and 
lodging on a one-day trip are liv- 
ing expenses, however, and can- 
not be claimed. 

Q. What must I put down to 
prove travel claims? 

A. The Treasury says, “You are 
required to attach to your return 
a statement showing the nature of 
your fusiness, number of days 
away from ‘home’ during the tax- 
able year on account of your busi- 
ness, total amount of expense for 
meals and lodging, and _ total 
amount of ‘other expenses’ incid- 
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ental to travel.” 


Q. I went to the convention of a ». 


professional society last year. Is 
this expense counted as “business 
travel?” - 

A. It certainly is. 

Q. From there, I went on to Chi- 
cago. How about that further tra- 
vel expense? 

A. If you had professional af- 
fairs to transact in Chicago, yes. 
Otherwise, no. 

Q. Can I claim the expense of 
my wife who came with me? 

A. No. Unless she has a hand in 
running your office, and you can 
prove her presence at the conven- 
tion arid later in Chicago was nec- 
essary. 

Q. My home is in a suburb. I 
have to drive 18 miles a day to my 
city office. Can I deduct this, since 
it is necessary to the earning of an 
income? 


A. No. The government feels 


that your choice of a home loca- 


tion is for convenience. If you 
want to be in a suburb, travel to 
and from home is not deductible. 

Q. I drive my car part of the 
time for professional calls, part of 
the time for pleasure. Are its ex- 
penses deductible? 

A. Only to the extent that you 
and your assistants drive it in the 
process of earning your income. 
First, determine how much of the 
mileage is “business travel.” If you 
totaled 10,000 miles during the 
year, and 1,500 of them were on 
professional calls, then 15 per cent 
of the expenses are deductible. 
Take off 15 per cent of the upkeep, 
repairs, gasoline, and other direct 
expenses; then charge 15 per cent 
of the yearly depreciation.

Pregnancy Gingivitis 

Q.—I have a patient, a 26-year-old 
woman, five months pregnant, whose 
gingivae in some parts of the mouth 
bleed profusely. Her saliva is ropy, but 
there is no soreness of the gingivae. 

I applied a mixture of acriflavine and 
gentian violet on the gingivae for five 
days in succession, then three times a 
week for two weeks. Now I am applying 
it once a week and shall continue to do 
so. As a mouth wash, I prescribed two 
parts of sodium perborate and one part 
of bicarbonate of soda: one teaspoonful 
in a glass of warm water three times a 
day. I advised her to abstain from drink- 
ing; she does not smoke. I also advised 
her to use no spices, to keep her bowels 
moving, to drink a pint of orange juice 
a day, to eat plenty of fresh green vege- 
tables. She told me that she has never 
cared for vegetables. She lost no teeth 
and her articulation is good. There is 
little improvement with this treatment. 
However, her gingivae now only bleed 
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during brushing. I removed all calculus. 

Could you suggest something that will 
stop bleeding entirely?—-T. M. T., New 
York, 


A.—It seems to me you have 
handled the case of your five 
months pregnant patient well, be it 
a pregnancy gingivitis or a chron- 
ic gingivitis that has just come 
under your care. If it is wholly or 
partly a pregnancy gingivitis the 
condition will improve markedly 
300n after parturition. 

The bleeding will doubtless de- 
crease under your good profes- 
sional treatment if the patient co- 
operates fully in her home care, 
but do not be discouraged if it 
takes some time for the gingiva to 
become normal. For, if it is a 
chronic case of long standing, as I 
suspect, one cannot expect a cure 
for quite a while—Georce R. 
WARNER. 


Overbite 


Q.—Enclosed are study models for a 
woman of 30 whose two upper central 
incisors are changing position rapidly. 
We have checked for habit and find that 
the upper anteriors rest on the lower lip 
to such an extent that deep grooves are 
prominent there. 

I advised this patient some months 
ago to control this lip habit but she has 
been unable to do so. Is there some ex- 
ercise or mechanical device which she 
can use to correct this?—G. J. P., Cali- 
fornia. 


A.—I have discussed your 30- 
year-old patient’s problem with an 
orthodontist and we agree that the 
drifting forward and separation of 
the upper incisors is due largely to 
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the fact that the bite is so closed, 
and that the lower incisors are 
striking the upper incisors at or 
above the cingulum, forcing them 
out. 

We suggest that you fit this 
young woman wih a palate-fitting 
denture with a flat platform for the 
lower incisors to occlude against, 
opening the bite about four mm., 
and thus throwing the posterior 
teeth completely out of occlusion. 

If she will wear this continuous- 
ly for several mon hs, the lower in- 
cisors will probably be lowered 
somewhat by intrusion and ihe pos- 
terior teeth will no d. ut elongate, 
thus correcting considerably the 
undesirably deep overbite. 

The palate-fitting den:ure with 
the occluding platform for the low- 
er incisors should cover the cin- 
gulum of the six upper incisors to 
help the palate support the occlu- 
sal stress exerted on it by the lower 
incisors. It would, no doubt, be 
desirable to tie the upper six in- 
cisors into this supportir g position 
with a fine steel wire labial crib, 
the ends of which can be imbedded 
into the palatal plate passing from 
labial to lingual distal to the cus- 
pids, 

Soon after the patient has 
learned to tolerate this open bite 
splint, it wou!d be well to grind it 
away gradually a little at a time 
back of the protruding centrals 
and force them back and up by 
crimping the labial wire or by hav- 
ing the patient exert intermittent 
finger pressure on them. I hope 
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these sugsestions may help you.— 
V. CLYDE SMEDLEY. 


Fixed Bridge 

Q.—The 37-year-old mother of two 
children developed a parietal abscess 
on the lower right first and second 
molars and they had to be extracted, 
The other teeth in the immediate area 
show no periodontoclasia. 

I should like to construct a fixed 
bridge with the lower right second bi- 
cuspid and third molar being used as 
abutments. The third molar is badly 
tipped mesially and only the distal cusps 
are in occlusion. 

The question is wh-ther or not it is 
feasible to construct a fixed bridge here. 
If not, what would you advise? All the 
teeth are present on the lower left side 
of the mouth.—M. H. S., New York. 

A.—It is entirely possible to pre- 
pare parallel or near enough paral- 
lel gold inlay pr-parations to func- 
tion successfully as bridze abut- 
ments where the long axes of the 
teeth are as divergent as these. | 
have done this in a number of 
cases. Pu’. if vou dcut your abil- 
ity to do this, you. can make sep- 
arate inlays for the bicuspid and 
third molars disregarding the ques- 
tion of. parallelism of the prepara- 
tions with a strong inlocking oc- 
clusal rest preparation in the molar 
to support the distal end of your 
bridge.—V. CLYDE SMEDLEY. 





Saliva Test 

Q.—lIs there a simple test or analysis 
of the saliva that could be made by 
the average dentist in his office to 
determine the pH? Would a main- 
tained pH of 4.5 call for some action 
on the part of the patient’s dentist? 
Could the probability of future carics 
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be predicted on the basis of the pH?— 
J. W. J., Minnesota. 

A.—No, there is not a simple 
test to determine the pH of saliva. 
The pathology laboratories have 
quite a set of tubes and dyes, and 
with this equipment it may take 
several days to determine the pH 
of saliva. 

A maintained pH of 4.5 is de- 
cidedly acid and would decompose 
enamel, so in such a case some- 
thing should surely be done to cor- 
rect the condition. 

As far as I know. one cou'd not 
predict caries by knowing the pH 
of saliva—GEorGE R. WARNER. 


Tongue Biting 

Q.—My physician has been wearing 
a partial denture with palatal bar for 
upper right second bicuspid and first 
and second molars (unilateral case). 
The physician has been keeping this in 
place at night, but upon my insistence 


’ has removed the denture for the last 


month or two. Now he bites his tongue 
in his sleep. This awakens him and, of 
course, irritates his tongue. 

I advised putting the partial denture 
back in and this has helped oly a 
litle. What can be done to aid him to 
correct this? Any suggestion relative to 
this case will be much appreciated.— 
E. G. S., Illinois. 

A.-—If I understand your letter 
correctly, this physician started 
biting his tongue after you advised 
him to leave his partial denture 
out at night, and he now continues 
to bite it, only at night, even 
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though he keeps the denture in day 
and night. 

My thought is that if he will 
continue to wear the denture at 
night he will soon stop biting his 
tongue. However, if the biting con- 
tinues, you could prevent it by 
making a thin plastic tongue pro- 
tector or shield to be worn only at 
night. This could be made in the 
form of a partial splint filling the 
missing teeth spaces with a thin 
flange covering the lirgual surfaces 
of both upper and lower teeth 
which should present a smooth sur- 
face to the tongue and prevent it 
entering the space between the 
teeth when the mouth is relaxed 
and partly open.—V. CLYDE SMED- 
LEY.

Q.—Do you know of any desensitizing 
solution which can be obtained for use 
on anterior teeth? This, of course, is 
for cervical disturbance. Can you send

A.—Cervical areas on teeth any- 
where in the mouth can be most 
satisfactorily desensitized by the 
Gottlieb solutions, benzine, or al- 
cohol, followed by naccanol, zinc 
chloride, and potassium ferrocy- 
anide, or 33-1/3 per cent sodium 
fluoride (sodium fluoride, white 
clay, and glycerine—equal parts), 
without any resulting discoloration 
of the teeth—Georce R. WARNER.
